Elba City Council keeps close 
watch on financial statements

rhe Elba City Council con- 
tinues to closely watch the 
monthly financial statements 
during the ongoing economic 
downturn, . and» — Monday 
evening of this week was no 
different. 

Revenue for the first. nine 
months of the fiscal year'is up 
some’ $191,000. However 
$80,000 of that'is from state 
and federal grants. 

Police fines are up: slightly 
and “other police revenue” ‘is 
up $50,000. Sales tax is down 
by $25,000, but Mayor Jamés 
Grimes noted the last check te- 
ceived (July) was the largest of 
the year. 

Gasoline tax is up some and 
property tax is up. However, 
the total annual property. tax 
may already be received: and 


could level out.or even drop by: 


year-end, Garbage fees are up 
slightly, recreation income is 
above budget, Gas District 
checks are $12,000. over-esti- 
mates for the whole year, and 
the TVA check is up, as is the 


. cable TV franchise fee. 


The huge increase in income 
was in the category titled “Mis- 
cellaneous’” which. is’ already 


due to moving bookkeeping for 
the sewer system back in the 
street department, It had been 
under the Water and Electric 
Department but Was moved at 
the recommendation of the au- 
ditors. 

Monthly . bills _ totaling 
$143(426.34 were approved for 
payment. $29,550.61 of that 
total was for gas and oil. 

The council also approved a 
bank loan for $200,000. Grimes 
explained this was to pay ven- 
dors on, the sidewalk project 
without waiting, for the grant 
funds to be approved at. the 
completion of the project. ° 

The council members read a 
family member request to name 
a a city Street for the late Virgil

expected for the year. 
On the expense side of the 


ledger, expenses are up overall - 


by some’ $200,000. That num- 
ber is: somewhat misleading 
budget wise. $43,000 of. the 
Capital expenditures. was in last 
year’s budget but. the checks 
were written in the current fis- 
cal year. 

Administrative expenses are 
$5,000 over budget, While in- 
surance, legal fees and election 
expenses are down, office sup- 
plies and telephone charges are 
up. Interest expense shows’ a 
large overage, but that'is mostly 
explained by “one, time pay- 
ments” which will even out by 
year-end, 

The fire department ¢xpense 
is down for the year, as are ap- 
propriations. The recreation de- 


partment is in the middle of 


summer recreation, and grass 
cutting, which are the most ex- 


pensive. time-of the year. The’ 


sanitation department (garbage 
trucks) is $20,000 over budget, 
with salaries, gas & oil and 
landfill fees all up. 

The-same is true for the street 
department, with all categories 
facing ‘rising .costs, Mayor 
Grimes explained that.part of 
the street department increase is

Two Sheriff's deputies, Candi 
Stokes and Johnny Griffin, have 
been\trained.on the spécialized:

When they get a request from 
a ‘caregiver, they. will give them 
a‘box and a bracelet. . They will 
change the batteries in: the 
bracelet at least once a month.

from a car.antenna up tova mile, 
a ground antenna reaches. about 
100 yards and from a helicopter 
they can track the person up to. 
10 miles.

The Alabama High School 
Athletic Association announced

The silent 
disease of “lazy eye” is only partially or completely reversible when treatment is given before the 


We advise that parents not strap a jumbo backpack on their children — never more than 20% of 
the child's body weight. Some children even prefer a rolling backpack. Make sure the backpack has 
wide straps and a padiled back. Be sure you have arrangements for after-school, too. Parents must also 
be sure the child has sufficient sleep, usually cight hours for a growing child and even more for a teen, 
The child should go off with a good breakfast.

During lust Tuesday 
evening's meeting, the Elba 
City School Board heard Su- 
perintendent Danny Weeks’ say 
it Was a wonderful start to the 
new. School year earlier this 
month. He commended the 
high school band for coming in 
early to play for the assembled 
teachers on their first day; 

Weeks told board members 
the state office has approved 
using unspent capital improve- 
ment: for general operations 
during the upcoming fiscal year 
(beginning Oct. 1). The school 
system will also be able to carry 
over any unspent state funds at 
.the end of this fiscal year. 

Usually those funds must be 
Spent or teturned: to. Mont- 
gomery. 

“It will be an extremely 
tough year financially,” Weeks 
said several times during the 
August 12th meeting; 

The School Board members 
heard a- short review: of the 
schools financial. status and 
how various ‘expenses -are 
funded as they. prepare to ham- 
mer out a budget for the com- 
ing year. This will be done 
knowing ‘state funds are’ ex- 
pected to be short in the exist- 
ing slow, economy. and_ with 
Elba facing a dropping student 
enrollment. 

Lisa Rials ‘presented. each 
board member with ‘charts 


showing. the number of teachers ' 


and other school staff members. 
Totaling the various, categories 
of paid staff.in the Elba School 
system shows 118.5 employees 
for fiscal year 2009, down from 
123.5 in 2008. Total salary and 
benefits are» $6,565,805._ for 


2009, which is $359,526 lower, 


than in 2008. 

Each of Rials’ charts lists the 
number of teachers the teacher 
group this, year-and next year, It 

_also lists the total salaries and 
the benefits of the: group for 
each of those years. Rials noted 


that 85 percent of the school. 


system’s, budget is allocated to 
salaries and benefits: 

Another sheet identifies the 
federally funded units for each 


ofthe two years. 


For fiscal year 2008, Elba 


will have 82.58. state funded 
units (both teachers and support 
staff), That is up some. from the 
2008 year, These salaries and 
benefits’ will cost’a total’ of 
$4,889,335, which is also up 
from 2008, 

Federally funded’ units (all 
staff) are down for the'coming 
fiscal year from 28.05 to an 
even. 25, The cost .of. these 
salaries and benefits will drop 
about $157,000 to $1,000,470. 
This includes special federal 
programs as well as lunchroom 
workers.in éach school, office 
staff and aides. 

Rials: said locally funded 
units will drop from 15.76 to 
10,92 and the’ salary/benefit 
total will'drop from $936.572 to 
$676,000. Local funds.’ are 
county and city property taxes,
